John F. Swift of California and W. 
H. Trescott of South Carolina have 
been appointed Ministers to China té 
arrange a new treaty with the Emp- 
eror. This looks to an early{settle- 
ment of the Chinese difficulty. For 
the people of this coast there is no 
Chinese question, but a Chinese evil, 
Swift is a very able man, educated, 
traveled, politic.
